To  the  Chairvian  and  Members  of  the  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  privilege  of  again  presenting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report.  The  town  is  still  growing  steadily,  and  there  is 
every  prospect  of  further  development.  Two  large  weaving 
sheds  are  likely  to  be  completed  this  year ; this  will 
necessitate  a considerable  addition  to  the  number  of  houses 
required.  Enterprise  in  works  is  an  extremely  good  thing, 
but  you  must  provide  houses  for  your  people.  During  the 
year  plans  for  172  houses  were  presented ; the  actual 
number  completed  was  152. 
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Sanitary  Conditions  and  Progress.  Water  Supply. — 
The  present  supply  of  water  is  quite  inadequate  for  the  town. 
Very  poor  progress  has  been  made  with  the  extensions 
which  are  being  carried  out  at  the  present  Waterworks. 
The  well  chamber  was  practically  completed  last  year,  but 
only  60  feet  of  the  800  feet  bore  hole  have  been  sunk.  This 
to  a certain  extent  is  due  to  the  long  continued  drought  we 
have  experienced  this  year.  1 would  urge  the  Council  to 
push  on  the  work  with  all  reasonable  speed.  The  water 
supplied  this  summer  was  anything  but  clean  at  times,  the 
mains  not  getting  the  flushing  they  ought  to  have  done.  A 
filter  has  been  connected  to  insure  that  grit  does  not  pass 
into  the  mains  during  boring  operations. 

It  is  intended  to  cover  the  present  Reservoir  at  an  early 
date,  a loan  having  been  sanctioned  for  that  purpose. 

During  the  year  124  yards  of  mains  have  been  laid,  also 
three  hydrants  fixed. 

The  water  supply  to  the  town  was  curtailed  for  12  hours 
per  day  from  October  17th  to  November  2nd.  Swilling 
was  prohibited  during  the  whole  summer. 

Drainage  and  Sewage. — The  town  has  a complete 
system  of  drainage  with  the  exception  of  the  Tubber  Hill 
district,  including  Lane  Bottom  and  Gillions.  This 
district  is  being  now  provided  for  plans  for  a set  of  septic 
tanks  and  filters,  are  before  the  Council,  and  doubt- 
less the  work  will  be  carried  out  in  the  near  future.  With 
the  steady  increase  in  the  growth  of  the  town  it  is  found 
the  Sewage  Works  are  becoming  too  small  to  deal  with 
the  increase.  To  meet  this  the  Council  intend  putting 
down  two  new  filters.  The  effluent  is  on  the  whole  very 
good.  A table  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  will  be  found 
at  the  end. 

The  scavenging  proper  has  greatly  improved.  All  ash 
bins  are  now  emptied  weekly,  and  the  ashpits,  which  with 
few  exceptions  are  covered,  are  emptied  monthly. 

The  roads  are  abominably  filthy,  and  will  be  till  their 
construction  is  different.  With  the  heavy  traffic  which 
passes  over  them,  the  ordinary  water-bound  road  is  no 
good.  When  one  consideres  that  over  ^"2000  was  spent  on 
our  highways  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1913,  one  has 
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no  hesitation  in  saying  we  don’t  get  the  right  thing.  I 
think  the  Council  ought  to  consider  some  plan  whereby 
the  roads  to  new  property  under  construction  could  be  laid 
out,  and  so  prevent  a great  deal  of  mud  being  brought  on 
to  the  main  roads. 

Under  the  Private  Streets  Works  Act,  in  1912  no  work 
was  done.  This  year  no  front  streets  have  been  paved  ; 
five  back  streets  and  a part  of  one  have  been  done  only.  The 
Council  are  not  keeping  pace  with  the  requirements  in  this 
direction.  The  old  parts  of  the  town  are  neglected,  I 
suppose,  because  you  can  get  over  them  without  the  cart 
sinking  over  the  wheels  rims.  Then  the  back  courts  want 
attention. 

Public  Inquiries. — On  Oct.  28th,  1913,  Major  Stewart 
held  an  inquiry  respecting  loans  of  ^7 1 168  for  new  Sewers, 
£"2400  for  Waterworks  purposes,  ,£"2460  for  Fire  Station 
and  Engine.  The  loans  for  Sewage  and  Waterworks  have 
been  sanctioned. 

Bye-laws,  &c. — The  Council  adopted  the  model  bye- 
laws, with  certain  modifications,  with  respect  to  “ New 
Streets  and  Buildings,”  “Slaughter-houses,”  “Common 
Lodging-houses,”  and  “ Nuisances,”  and  those  were  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Local  Government  Board,  August  25th,  1891. 
It  has  also  adopted  a form  of  regulation  under  “The 
Dairies,  Cow-sheds,  and  Milk-shops  Order,  1885,”  and  these 
were  sealed  August  5th,  1891.  Bye-laws  relating  to 
offensive  trades  have  been  adopted,  received  sanction  on 
August  30th,  1901. 

Acts  of  Pariament  Adopted. — “ The  Infectious  Diseases 
(Notification)  Act,  1889,”  and  “The  Infectious  Diseases 
(Prevention)  Act,  1890,”  were  adopted  in  April,  and  came 
into  force  on  May  21st,  1895.  Parts  III.  and  IV.  of  “The 
Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  Act  1890)”  were  adopted; 
Part  IV.  came  into  operation  on  January  13th,  1896.  “The 
Private  Streets  Works  Act,  1892,”  was  adopted  October 
23rd,  and  came  into  force  on  November  25th.  1895.  On 
February  15th,  1911,  sec.  86  of  “The  Public  Health 
Amendment  Act,  1907,”  was  adopted. 

Population. — The  population  at  the  census  in  1911  was 
9703  ; this  gave  45  per  house.  At  the  present  time  this 
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ratio  is  too  low,  I think  5 per  house  is  nearer  it,  and  I shall 
be  well  within  the  mark  when  1 estimate  the  number  at 
11700  for  the  middle  year  1914. 

Births. — The  total  Birth  registered  during  the  year  were 
232  (males  110,  females  122).  This  gives  a birth  rate  of 
20'1  per  1000  population,  against  19'6  last  year. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  is  not  adopted  here. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  Deaths  returned  in  the  Urban 
District  was  138,  with  13  transferred  from  other  districts, 
being  residents  who  have  died  beyond  the  district,  making 
a total  of  151  (males  72,  females  79),  which  gives  a death 
rate  of  13T,  against  141  last  year.  The  still  births  for  the 
year  were  12,  compared  with  19  last  year. 

There  were  31  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  which  gives 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  134,  compared  with  140  last 
year. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — Thirty-three  cases  of  this 
disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  Nine  deaths  were 
returned  under  this  head,  being  equal  to  a rate  of  65  per 
1000  deaths  against  a rate  of  70  last  year.  I attribute  a 
large  proportion  of  these  cases  to  delicate  people  coming 
here  to  work  from  the  neighbouring  Lancashire  town. 
They  find  the  labour  conditions  here  in  the  mills  less 
exacting ; again,  the  purity  of  the  air  here  is  well  known. 

In  every  case  the  premises  are  inspected,  advice  is  given, 
and  printed  cards  have  been  left.  There  is  no  sanatorium 
here,  but  many  of  the  cases  have  been  treated  at  Morton 
Banks  and  the  Cardigan  Sanatorium,  which  at  under  the 
County,  the  usual  period  there  has  been  six  weeks.  This 
of  necessity  cannot  be  any  more  than  an  educational  term, 
but  I find  it  is  much  appreciated  by  those  who  have  been. 
I am  convinced  until  the  advanced  cases  are  isolated  we 
shall  continue  to  have  fresh  ones.  It  is  only  by  bringing 
home  to  people’s  minds  that  tuberculosis  is  an  infectious 
disease,  that  we  shall  be  then  able  to  exercise  proper  care. 
“ The  shuttle  kissing  ” in  these  weaving  districts  is,  I 
haven’t  the  least  doubt,  a fertile  source  of  communication, 
and  I have  tried  to  bring  this  home  to  the  weaver.  A 
circular  letter  was  sent  to  each  employer  asking  for 
co-operation,  and  I have  to  thank  them  for  their  ready 
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response.  The  Council  then  passed  a resolution  sanctioning 
a supply  of  disinfectant  being  sent  to  each  mill,  which  with 
printed  instructions  is  placed  where  every  worker  can  get 
at  it.  The  recommendations  are,  that  whenever  there  is  a 
change  of  weaver  the  shuttle  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed 
with  the  disinfectant,  and  that  all  shuttles  should  be 
cleansed  periodically.  The  officials  of  the  Weaver’s  Union 
have  given  me  great  help  by  circularising  the  weavers, 
pointing  the  danger.  I wish  to  thank  them  for  their 
assistance.  Of  course,  the  thing  is  on  its  trial,  and  one 
will  have  to  carefully  watch  results  over  an  extended 
period.  The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  well  attended  here. 
It  has  been  open  about  six  months.  Whenever  a death 
occurs  the  premises  and  the  bedding  are  disinfected. 

There  is  a table  at  the  end  of  the  report  showing  the 
cases  which  were  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
(Notification)  Act,  classified  under  their  respective  heads, 
giving  the  numbers  at  the  various  ages  at  which  they 
occurred.  Exclusive  of  those  due  to  tuberculosis  there  are 
46  cases  reported,  against  15  last  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Only  five  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were 
reported.  Three  were  found  in  one  of  the  schools,  which 
was  at  once  disinfected.  No  further  cases  occurred  till  late 
in  the  year,  when  there  were  two  isolated  ones.  Four  of 
the  cases  were  removed  to  the  hospital  and  treated  there. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. — Thirty-two  cases  of  this  disease  have  been 
reported  during  the  year.  In  fact,  the  town  has  never  been 
free  since  April. 

Of  these  half  the  cases  were  school  children,  eight  were 
contacts,  and  two  cases  were  imported.

There  is  a cellar  at  the  Rainhall  Road  School  which 
ought  to  be  drained.  This  matter  has  been  brought 
forward  over  and  over  again.  It  is  still  unremedied. 
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In  seven  houses  sanitary  defects  were  found  and  attended 
to.  I would  impress  on  the  Council  that  the  waste  water 
closet  system  is  not  the  one  which  lends  itself  to  cleanliness, 
and  suggest  that  they  adopt  W.C’s.  where  possible. 

Again,  they  want  to  get  the  streets  made.  The  stinking 
puddles  of  soapy  water  breed  disease,  and  are  a disgrace 
to  any  town.  Swilling  was  prohibited  for  a long  period, 
and  the  washing  water  was  many  a time  used  for  washing 
down  the  backyard.  This  ran  out  into  the  street,  where  it 
remained.  Then  I have  no  doubt  the  drought  played  an 
important  part,  the  sewers  not  being  flushed 

The  disease  was  mostly  of  a mild  type.  We  had  three 
deaths  from  it.  In  all  the  cases  the  houses  and  bedding 
were  disinfected  by  the  Council.  There  is  no  provision  for 
the  treatment  of  diphtheria  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
consequently  all  cases  were  treated  at  home. 

Diarrhcea. — When  one  considers  the  season,  one  cannot 
help  being  struck  with  the  surprisingly  small  amount  of 
diarrhcea  there  has  been.  Only  five  deaths  were  registered, 
four  of  which  in  infants  under  six  months  of  age. 

Slaughter  Houses. — These  are  not  satisfactory ; the 
situation  is  not  good.  They  are  kept  as  clean  as  possible 
under  the  circumstances. 

Noxious  Trades. — There  are  two  tripe  boilers  and  one 
tallow  maker.  Numberless  complaints  have  been  made 
with  regard  to  the  tallow  boiling.  The  business  has 
recently  changed  hands,  and  the  new  company  are  altering 
the  system  with  a view  to  meeting  the  requirements  of  the 
Council. 

Smoke  Tests. — These  have  been  taken  regularly.  The 
Calf  Hall  Shed  Co.  have  been  warned  about  their  factories. 
There  is  some  improvement  but  still  room  for  more. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — These  are  in  fairly  good  order. 
One  which  was  condemned  has  been  replaced  by  a new 
building.  I should  like  very  much  to  see  the  cattle 
groomed  and  kept  cleaner. 

The  Local  Authority  is  Dot  the  Education  Authority, 
neither  do  they  administer  the  Midwives  Act. 
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Housing  Act,  1909. — The  general  class  of  cottage  houses 
here  is  good,  but  there  is  not  the  least  doubt  that  we  shall 
be  short  in  the  near  future.  Large  works  are  going  up. 
The  speculative  builder  on  whom  we  rely  at  present  is 
bound  to  come  to  the  end  of  his  tether.  I would,  therefore, 
advise  the  Council  to  proceed  itself  to  provide  some  houses. 
A town  planning  scheme  should  be  considered  at  once. 
The  old  property  has  practically  all  been  completed. 
There  is  very  little  in  really  bad  condition,  and  I say 
without  hesitation  that  this  town  will  compare  very 
favourably  with  most  towns  of  the  same  size  as  far  as 
cottage  property  is  concerned.  There  is  overcrowding  in 
some  parts.  Damp  walls,  fixed  windows  and  insufficient 
sanitary  conveniences  formed  a large  proportion  of  the 
defects  found. 

Two  houses  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  habitation  and 
closing  orders  made.
